Besides the wisdo m in it, th ere 
is th e statistical fact th at speech 
begins o n the av erage at abo ut 
the ag t o f two. Between th e ages 
o f two and fo ur rapid strides are 
made, ev ery mo nth sh o wing ad­ 
vance o v er th e prev io us mo nth . 
After fo ur th e rate o f impro v e­ 
ment slo ws do wn. By th e time th e 
ch ild reach es th e first grade h is 
speech in majo r aspects is similar 
to th at of an adult. 


Speech Delay ed 


Speech must naturally wait o n 
o th er ph ases o f brain dev elo p­ 
ment. At birth th e h earing centers 
are almo st co mpletely undev el­ 
o ped. It takes a lo ud no ise to wake 
a baby . Sigh t at first is co nfused, 
h ardly mo re th an ligh t, darkness 
and large co nfused o bjects are 
distinguish ed, ami pro bably th e 
baby sees ev ery th ing upside do wn. 
Speech is useless to o ne wh o can­ 
no t distinguish th e wo rd fo r an 
o bject, and wh o do esn’t ev en dis­ 
tinguish o ne o bject fro m ano th er. 
Th e baby learns 
th at so me 
so unds co mmand attentio n—to get 
fo o d wh en it is h ungry . So it cries 
o r mutters and fo o d is bro ugh t. 
Here—“a bo y ’s best friend is h is 
mutter” — (ackno wledgements to 
Mr. F. P. Adams, o n "Info rmatio n 
Please” ). 
But at abo ut two to two and a 
h alf 
y ears, 
th e 
prelim inary 
gro undwo rk fo r speech h as been 
laid down in th e nerv o us sy stem . 
The cells and fibers o f th e h earing 
center are mature, and th e baby 
realizes th at so unds, including th e 
speech o f adults, mean so meth ing. 
The visio n of th e ey es is fused and 
turned righ t side up and h is wo rld 
is full o f o bjects fo r wh ich h e 
wants a name. 


Learns by Imitation 


Imitatio n is th e baby ’s meth o d 
o f learning to talk. Th is impo ses 
a great o bligatio n o n parents. Imi­ 
tativ e speech certainly sticks. I 
suppo se th at ev en in such a dim 
distant future as wh en Mr. Ro o se­ 
velt is no lo nger President o f th e 
To ited States, ch ildren fro m Geo r­ 
gia, will be pro no uncing "sir,” 
and ch ildren fro m Massa­ 
ch usetts will be pro no uncing th e 
way th ey do (wh ich canno t be in­ 
dicated by print). 
Th e speech 


troubles that bother some psrsnta 
all come from imitation — iwtar- 
ing. slurring, slang. They are not 
really troubles: they simply show 
th *- baby is aliv e—alert. 
Delay ed speech Is probably the 
co mmo nest real worry of parents. 
Organic defects — deafness, men­ 
tal deficiency —are rare as causes. 
Co mmo n are env ironmental situa­ 
tio ns; such as: 


Bilingualism— Children who ar# 
bro ugh t up in a bilingual house­ 
hold and try to learn two lan­ 
guages are, unless ex cessiv e care 
is ex ercised, backward in both. 
Lack of chance to learn—The 
way a ch ild talks is the third mo st 
important thing in his life, after 
visio n and hearing. Parents should 
take the utmost pains to speak 
slo wly , distinctly and limply . 
Lack o f motiv ation—Older peo­ 
ple understand what Httle the 
ch ild say s, so h e 
has no reaso n to 
enlarge h is speech . Wh en th ro wn 
with children Ita own age, this ia 
changed.

Compared with th at of Carnegie 
and oth ers, 
h is 
progress 
was 
slow, but h e took advantage 
of 
th e virgin wealth of a new con­ 
tinent, and th e unorganized con­ 
dition of society and managed to 
build up an 
immense 
banking 
sy stem. In th e second generation, 
it became th e 
largest 
private 
bank in th e 
world, 
under 
th e 
management of 
Joh n 
Pierpont 
Morgan, Jr. 
Th eodore Roosevelt 
became alarmed at th e ty ranny 
of wealth and "busted th e trust.” 
Joh n Pierpont, Jr., collected many 
of Europe's art treasures wh ich , 
at h is death were given to 
th e 
city of New’ York. 
Mrs. Coil’s paper on 
“Black 
Markets,” was informative 
and 
interesting. Most of us never saw 
a place known as a Black M ar­ 
ket, bue w:e can beh ave in a m an­ 
ner to make th em possible, or, 
we can break th em up. Buy ing or 
selling with out th e legal coupons, 
and pay ing more or less th an th e 
legal prices is operating a black 
market. Price control, and 
ra ­ 
tioning are to safeguard and pro­ 
tect th e interests of all of us and 
sh ould be carefully and 
loy ally 
observed. 
Mrs. Robert Augh inbaugh pre­ 
sented an interesting account of 
th e life 
and 
writings of 
Pearl 
Buck. Sh e was born in America 
in 18 9 2 and was taken to Ch ina 
wh en sh e was four y ears old by 
h er parents W’h o were mission­ 
aries in th at country . Wh en sh e 
was seventeen sh e 
traveled in 
Europe and th en crossed th e At­ 
lantic to reach America. Sh e was 
graduated from Randolph College 
in Virginia. Sh e 
married 
Joh n 
Buck, a former missionary , and 
later taugh t English literature in 
a university in Ch ina. Sh e 
now 
lives in Pennsy lvania with h er 
h usband 
and 
two 
daugh ters, 
wh ere much of h er writing h as 
been done. 
Sh e 
believes 
th at 
women in America h ave many 
advantages, but are discriminated 
against in th e arts and sciences. 
Sh e th inks th at modern Ch ina h as 
a better attitude toward th e w’ork 
of women th an does America. 
In closing th e meeting, Mrs. 
Kelly , th e president’, 
ex pressed 
a pprecia tio n fo r 
th e 
cooperation 
o f h er staff of officers, a nd an­ 
no unced th e annual banquet to 
be held Tuesda y , March 14 , at 
th e Presby teria n church.
